IT has long been the ciy of the univerbity 
* profesêor.s, that one of the main 
objectives of a .student'e college career, 
should be to teach him to think, so that 
h.e might apply lii.^ knowledge with good 
judgment in latej- vea)-.s.

.seem,': that the pvcstni .'^ytilein of learning, 
and relationship between professor and 
Ktudent is not one that tends to stimukte 
and increase the Kcudenf.'^^ thinking powers. 

There i.« defiuitelj a Jack of open 
discussion, in the lecture j'oom, here at the 
university, to enable the .student to thrash 
out the problems which are his, and also 
give him an opportunity of expressing his 
ideas on various matters which arise in 
the course of lecture?. Besides tlie various 
jitudent .societieF, whicTj promote open 
diecu-seiioij. and of course examinations, 
in which the student usually expresses the 
opinions of the professor rattier than hlE 
own, there is little chance for him to uifc 
hiK own thinkingj/jwei .

"silver platter,'' by the proiomOr. without 
a chance of digesting it.

A woixl about tiiif jni\-erôity. riie 
University by Royal Oiiarter of 1821 
and as amended in 1853 is under the 
dii-ectlou of a, Board of Goveniors 
which is a self-peiTjetuatIng body. It 
has come to bj that the Governc-u 
are chosen from among what are oon- 
sldercd^to^be representative busine&s 
and professional men mostly of Mont- 
veal. Tliey have the entire mponsi- 
bUlty for the conduct of the affairs of 
the UiUverslly. 

May I Illustrate the estent wkI na- 
ture of this responslbtlity by quoiiug 
from an address by Senator George 
Whai'ton Pepper at a .conference of 
College Ti-ustees at Lafayette Univer- 
sity hi April last. In comparing liw 
ro.sponslbllltlcs of tho Trustee of a col- 
lege or miivei-slty with thivse of tho 
director ot a bii3inod,i corporation he 
said; 

"In tlie cojo of an Uidostrtol corpora- 
tion, the director owes a fiduciary duty 
lo his stockholders. To tho corporate 
oreditore he Is under no obligation ex- 
cept lo play fair, ir, however, ;ho corp- 
oration is a bank, a particular class of 
creditor.s— the tlepoaliovii— outrank even 
the slocklioklor.s in their claim up;n 
tho dtroctoi's consideration. In either 
event, the dlrct:oi' who doca hit, duti 
must be familiar with tlic corporate 
businubs and must ii&e lius beat Judg- 
ment iu helping 10 sdIvc all problems 
ol iioUoy and maiiasemout. C)>ie of the 
departmeutsof policy to Which ho must 
give attention iS tho relation between 
manageincnl and men. .\ dirccioi 
cannot c^eape responsibility lor ihu 
equiiable adjuatiiieut ol the Intercits 
ci the stockholders ami tho InLcrcols 
of the iiCDplo ou Uie payroll.
